Sen. Jenner 


Indiana went Republican 
at dawn Monday Sen. William 
Jenner, who called General Eisen- 
hower’s mentor and closest friend, 
Gen. George Marshall, a _ living 
lie and a front for traitors, was 
on the train and not far from 
the general’s side all day. It 
well known that General Eisen- 
hower has a very low opinion of 
him, but he has endorsed him 
as a Republican, to the sorrow 
of many persons who recall that 
even Tom Dewey cut himself 
loose from Ham Fish during a 
campaign. 

But: the crowds were really 
wonderful, save in Gary and In- 
diana Harbor, two steel towns, 
and the small ones there were 
friendly. Ike Eisenhower is such 
a naive, kindly man, and _ he 
bumbles right along with such 
obvious honesty, he charms those 
who come to love him, even 
though they don’t quite follow 
him, getting lost as he does him- 
self in some of his sentences. 

It was a personal triumph, 

Four years ago Minnesota went 
Democratic by more than 200,000 
votes, and the Democrats count 
heavily on it again. But the great 
state which reaches up to Can- 
ada on the north and embraces 
Lake Superior on its northeastern 
boundary, is another of the com- 
monwealths in this region which 
are long used to voting one way 
in the state election and another 
in the national. Statewise they are 
Republican. But for a long time 
they haye gone for the Democrats 
nationally. 

For them today the general not 
merely continued his theme that 
corruption and high prices are not 
funny, but he inserted 
speeches a strong promise of 
farm payments far beyond that 
pledged .by the Republican plat- 
form. Dewey didn’t do that four 
years ago. And the GOP elephant 
has a long memory. 


The ‘General’ 


He loved both days of it. 
liked the whistlestop speeches 
and said so. He appreciated the 
crowds. 

Many of those who come to 
hear him come really to see him. 
After all, he is in his time what 
Generals Grant, Sherman, Sheri- 
dan and Lee were in their time. 
At first, they are surprised, be- 
cause when he took off the uni- 
form he quit looking like a hero. 
But they stay around. Not too 
many of them walk away. At 
least. not too many did Monday 
and Tuesday. They admit he is 
no orator. And they are not al- 
ways sure of what he is trying 
to say. But in these deep-dyed 
GOP centers they seemed deter- 
mined to leve him and cheer 
him. 

Also, thi§ area, which they 
handpicked for him, is one which 
hopes that it is true, as reported, 
that Senators Taft, Jenner and 
McCarthy are indeed in charge 
of the general and looking after 
him. They prefer it that way. 
And the fact that Taft apparent- 
ly has the general safely in 
hand, makes them love the gen- 
eral more. Or maybe, causes 
them to accept him with some 
confidence as they would not had 
he refused to make peace with 
the Ohio senator. 

Before the conventions the gen- 


eral was saying there were not | 


enough Republicans to win with- 
out the independents and some 
converted Democrats and, there- 
fore, the party couldn't accept 
the Taft philosophy. 

But, now, maybe he 
there aren't any Americans but 
Republicans. These two days 
looked that way.

Rent control in Atlanta, born of 
war and carried through a housing 
shortage that outlived the fighting, 
will die Sept. 30, barring a miracle. 

In the opinion of a vast majority of 
City Council,- conditions in Atlanta no 
longer warrant federal regulation. If 
that is true, the ceiling should be lifted. 

Direct controls on the nation’s econ- 
omy—price, rent, production—are not 
meant to be permranent. They have 
been—they must continue to be—the 
tools of an emergency. 

They are statutory buttresses to an- 
other control which no governing body 
can impose nor needs to lift. That con- 
trol is honesty and fair play in the deal- 
ings of one man with another. Some 
call it justice, others are old-fashioned 
enough to talk about the Golden Rule. 

It looks as if the landlords of At- 
lanta will be on their honor after Sept. 
30. No longer will a federal umpire 
call the play. 

But a concerned public will be 
watching. A single instance of rent 
gouging will bring a quick ‘“T told you 
so” from those who think the ceiling 
should stay on. The landlord who uses 
the suspension as an excuse for unwar- 
panted demands on his tenants will be

doing a disservice to his class and to 
their cause. 


After 10 years of restraint, freedom 
wil bring its temptations.

Is Discouraging Picture 


Six young convicts have drawn 
hard sentences in Fulton Criminal 
Court for their part in an infamous 
“kangaroo court” functioning in Fulton 
Tower right under the noses of those 
who walk the corridors overseeing the 
activities of the inmates. 

It appears to have been merely an 
oversight that someone wasn’t killed in 
the inside reign of terror. The kan- 
garvoo court, complete with judge and 
strong-arm enforcers, mauled and 
slammed the luckless objects of its de- 
cisions and threatened with death any 
who would turn informer. 

The judge said it was a “reprehen- 
sive form of crime.” That is an under- 
statement. Our prisons are not secur- 
ity havens for those who are in them, 
but it is indeed a reflection on our penal 
system when a man is not safe behind 
bars. 

It would seem that with criminals 
behind bars, enforcing the law would 
be a relatively simple thing. But such 
has not been the case. If the law is not 
supreme over those in its custody, 
what hope do we have for efficient 
police work outside the jail?

Will Doom From Skies 


Im press the Reds? 


The whining jets and thundering 
bombers of the United Nations are car- 
rying their messages of travail steadily 
into the skies of Communist Korea. 
Each fluttering Red fighter, each smol- 
dering plant furthers the Allied cam- 
paizgn of putting the pressure on the 
enemy. In the tents of Panmunjom he 
will not bow to the terms of peace. Will 
messages of doom from the skies cause 
him to bend? 

The Allied capacity to hurt the en- 
emy is limited by the boundaries of 
Korea. We are not ready to carry the 
war to the industrial areas and troop 
concentrations of Manchuria. The jets 
of the enemy are based across the Yalu, 
in the “sanctuary.” It is their choice 
to fight or not to fight. It is their choice 
to take the losses or not. 

The UN bombers have carried their 
punishmeht to the very borders of Man- 
churia. The military concentrations of 
Korea have been smashed again and 
again. The Allied command can con- 
tinue to carry the crashing story of war 
to those towns within our reach. 

Apparently such action is our only 
recourse. The thin promise of peace 
at Panmunjom forbids an intensification 
of the ground war.

Our casualties are heavy. We have 


lost more than 20,000 dead. Imagine 
taking the town the size of Marietta 
and lifting it out of Georgia. That is 
the price. Morally, we were the vic- 
tors in Korea the day our first soldter 
set foot there. But collecting the mate- 
rial fruits of the hour of decision has 
been a bitter, disheartening experience. 


The enemy started the war and it 
appears that only he can end it. The 
bombers and jets will fly on. Perhaps 
the persuasion of their message will aid 
the foe in his decision.

McCarthy Win 


. Challenge to Ike 


WASHINGTON—Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, at this stage of his campaign, faces 
a test of which he may not be fully aware. 


So do the American people as citizens first, 
and as voters. inciden- 
tally. It has become ap- 
parent, in the week since 
Sen. Joe McCarthy won 
his sweeping victory for 
renomination, that — as 
forecast here when it 
happened — the hate- 
mongering element. of 
American politics, of 
which he now is the 
champion, has again be- 

catioais come vampant and is 
spoiling for a national witch-hunting. Once 
unleashed and condoned by General Eisen- 
hower, this could be a fearful thing. It 
couid catch fire very easily because of the 
fears and frustrations which it is designed 
to prey upon and exploit. 


It might possibly win an election—but 
it could be a costly victory both for the 
famed military hero and the American peo- 
ple. It might also lose an election—and 
a defeat under such auspices also would be 
cost!y to the reputation of General Eisen- 
hower. 


General Eisenhower's tolerance toward 
this fringe element already had been sur- 
prising to those who know him and ad- 
mired him. 


In this connection, a _ recent incident 
takes on considerably more significance 
than has been attached to it. This was the 
poll of newspaper correspondents who have 
covered all or part of the general’s cam- 
paign. That showed only seven who are 
for him for president, with 24 for Steven- 
son and six undecided. This lopsided re- 
sult is almost the reverse of the lopsided 


support of General Eisenhower by the news» 


pavers which these correspondents repre- 


sent. 


The poll was taken on General Eisen- 
hower’s first tour through the Middle West. 
In conferences with party leaders in Ohio, 
Illinois and Indiana, the general had made 
repeated overtures to the Taft wing of the 
party and finally, at Indianapolis, not only 
had accepted Senator Jenner but also again 
included Senator McCarthy by his blanket 
endorsement of every Republican running 
for office. 


Through day-by-day coverage in Wash- 
ington, most of the newspapermen included 
in the poll are familiar with both senators, 
know what sort of men they are and what 
their records are in detail. 

They know, for example, the real story 
of Joe McCarthy—how he set out to make 
some campaign speeches, how he was ad- 
vised that communism was a good issue, 
how he pulled out of the hat a number 
represented as Communists in government 
whicn he kept reducing, and how he has not 
yet, up to this good day, come up with a 
single Communist in government. 

General Eisenhower knows this story, 
too. He does not seem to recognize the 
prestige and power that he has, not only be- 
cause he is who he is, but because he is 
now the leader of a political party. 

He can recognize that and step into 
character, or he can toy with something 
that could be dangerous to our traditions 
and our liberties.

Ike’s Whistlestop

ST. PAUL—Maybe it means little or noth- 
ing, but the difference between a Steven- 
son whistlestop crowd in California and an 
Eisenhower crowd in the railroad sidings of 
the Midwest is striking. 

In a way, it is the difference between the 
crowd at a concert and the crowd at a foot- 
ball rally. Ike’s crowds are larger and more 


enthusiastic. Stevenson’s are quieter and 
more attentive. 


The presence of youngsters at the Eisen- 
hower rallies has a lot to do with this. They 
will climb anything to see him, preferably, 

it seems, the highest and 
least secure perch in the 
railroad yard, and when 
he appears, as we old 
hep-cats say, he ‘‘sends’’ 
them. 

There is still a lot of 
magic in that three-let- 
ter word, Ike, for the old 
folks too. At South Bend 
Monday, several  thou- 
sands stood around for 
two and a half hours in 

front of the courthouse to see him. It was 
the same at Aurora, II]., Monday night. The 
crowds were not only large and voluble, but 
they. were remarkably friendly. 


‘This is one of the interesting differences 
between the Eisenhower and_ Stevenson 
ctowds. When you pass along behind Ste- 
venson's car in a city street, the people look 
interested but slightly puzzled. But the peo- 
ple in Ike’s crowds are invariably smiling. 
In a hall, the reaction is usually the oppo- 
Site. Stevenson's aim is so unerring, and 
his weapons so sharp, that when he lets fly, 
his audiences are moved to wonder and 
laughter by the strike. Ike on the other hand 
is almost fiercely serious and his audience 
IS correspondingly solemn. 


One of the interesting points of compari- 
son between the two campaign trains is that 
the governor does much better with the 
people travelling with him on the train than 


he seems to do with the crowds at the back™ 


end of the train, whereas, with the general 
it's the other way around. 


When the general returned from Europe 
and made his first trip West to Abilene, the 
revorters in his party liked his blunt and 
Simple sincerity. Now the train is full of 
wisecracks about the same themes and even 
one of his own staff remarked this morn- 
ing—when asked what he did—that he took 
the general's ideas and turned them into 
meaningless platitudes. 

The point is, however, that the people 
out back of the train, who still have votes, 
respond to him with enthusiasm.

Despite the Movies, There Was Little 
Romance in the Life of a Texas Cowboy 


AMARILLO, Texas~—Down the road from 
here about 17 miles, in the little town of 
Canyon, is one of the least known, and most 


interesting museums in America. It stands - 


on the grounds of West Texas College, and it 
is called the Panhandle-Plains Museum, aft- 
er the historical society which Supports it. 
But to the folks of the 

Panhandle country, it 

is known simply as The 

Cowboy Museum, and its 

purpose is solely to per- 

petuate, in words and pic- 

tures and exhibits, the 

life of that wild, free 

spirit, the Texas cowboy, 

in the days when the 

range was open, and men 

and horses carried on 

their gruelling war against 

drought and blizzard and wild Comanche to 
raise the Longhorn cattle that fed the nation 
in its growing days. 


Here are collected all the mementoes of 
the cowboy—the clothes he wore, the tools 
he used, and in words and pictures and 
dioramas are shown the places where he 
lived—the log ranch-houses with their stout 
corrals, done in scale models accurate to the 
inch, the chuck wagons that fed him, the 
canips where he bedded down at night with 
sourdough biscuits steaming over the coals. 


There is a collection here of the old 
branding irons that seared onto the cattle’'s 
flanks the mark of their ownership. One in- 
teresting exhibit is the collection of spur 
rowels from the tiny pointed wheels the Pan- 
handle cowhands preferred, that irritated 
but did not wound, to the huge starshaped 
rowels, big as saucers the Mexican riders 
wore. Another is a fine display of old six- 
shooters, worn but deadly looking, carried by 
some of the famous badmen and their equal- 


ly famous enemies, the tough sheriffs of the 
country. 

One thing impresses the visitor as he 
examines the items on display. The cowboy 
didn’t dress the way he did because he 
thought it looked picturesque. Every item of 
his clothing was made the way it was be- 
cause that was the way it was most useful. 
The big hat was a sunshade and an umbrel- 
la, and tied about the ears it made a hood 
against the biting cold when the blue northers 
roared down from the Pole with nothing be- 
tween them and the high plains but a wire 
fence. It served as a water bucket and a 
drinking cup and a pillow for the head at 
night. 

The bandana at the throat was not a 
touch of sartorial insouciance. It mopped 
sweat from the eyes and, drawn up over the 
face, it was a mask against the blowing 
dust. 

The chaps were heavy leather that pro- 
tected the cowboy’s legs and the horse's 
flanks when horse and rider plunged into 
the thorny mesquite. The pointed toe of the 
boot slid easily into the stirrup, the high 
heel kept the boot from sliding through, and 
the heavy wooden stirrup itself kept the 
foot from being mangled when the cowhand 
rode into a crush of cattle. 

The levis were cut tight in the hips so 
that small objects would not jostle from the 
straight-down pockets when the rider rode 
pell-mell, or squatted on the ground beside 
the branding fire. 

I looked in vain for a guitar, and for any 
signs that the cowboy of reality bore any re- 
semblance to the movie version of today. He 
didn't. He was wiry and rough, semi-liter- 
ate and humorous, brave and reckless and 
independent. But he was no glamorous and 
romantic figure. He was just a tough man, 
doing a tough job, in a rough time in the na- 
tion’s histcry.

Long ago I memorized this 
psalm and again and again these words sing 
through my mind: ‘‘When I consider thy 
heavens, the work of thy fingers, the moon 
and the stars, which thou has ordained:

I well remember when 
in .college for the first 
time I was introduced to 
the romance of astron- 
omy. We were told of 
the vastness of astronom- 
ical space, the well-nigh 
immeasurability of astro- 
nomical time, and _ the _ 
orderliness of the movement of the heavenly 
bodies in their orbits. Some figures the 
memory cannot forget. One is that the 
circumference in miles of the universe is 
40 with 21 zeros after it and that in our 
galaxy are one thousand million stars as 
large and luminous as the sun. How ime 
mense is the universe which God has 
created! 


The psalmist of old did not scan the 
heavens with a powerful telescopic mirror 
sucn as we have on Mount Palomar, but he 
did have an appreciation of the vastness 
of space. And his heart thrilled with the 
extent of the heavens. Behind it all he saw 
the hand of God. The world he lived in was 
a miracle. Only God could: have conceived 
it and only God could have created it. 


Night after night, when the star-studded 
heavens are alive with innumerable lights, 
I feel. that same thrill. I stand in awe as I 
witness what God has created and humbly 
I consider anew the words of old: ‘‘What 
is man that thou are mindful of him?” 

Psalm 8 continues: ‘‘Thou hast made 
man a little lower than the angels, and has 
crowned him with glory and honor. ' Thou 
madest him to have dominion over the 
works of thy hands.”’ 

Looking up to the heavens on a clear 
nignt, a man will feel his own insignificance. 
How small is man compared to the vastness 
of the universe in which he lives. But the 
psalmist affirms that man has a significance 
which a mighty planet can never know. 
God gave man a mind so that he might 
think, perceive, comprehend and find méane 
ing. God gave man a soul that he might 
stand in awe and might worship. No planet 
ever paused to consider or to pray. 

Of all His creation God emancipated only 
man. God gave to man the dreadful and 
wonderful freedom of choice. With a mind 
and soul which can look upon the heavens 
with appreciation, God gave to each of us 
the ability to understand His nature and to 
comprehend His creation. 

Don’t let any man tell you that man is 
insignificant and that life is cheap. God 
ordained that we should be just a little lower 
than the angels and crowned with glory and 
honor. That we aren't what God meant 
us to be is not God's fault, but our own 
failure to measure up to the dream that 
He had for us.

Revenue Job 
Selection Plan 


Under Fire 


Jack B. Phelps, unsuccessful ap- 
plicant for the position of Georgia 
internal revenue director,  re- 
quested Tuesday that U. S. Tax 
Commissioner John B. Dunlap in- 
vestigate the Civil Service Com- 
mission's procedure in selecting 
three candidates for the newly cre- 
ated job. 

Phelps said he was ruled eligible 
pending the outcome of an investi- 
gation of his qualifications that was 
never made. He said none of the 
references he submitted to the com- 
mission had received inquiries as 
to his ability. ‘ 

A Civil Service official here re- 
vealed that only 10 of the 75 appli- 
cations had been investigated com- 
pletely. Some were rated ineligible 
at the beginning and from the eli- 
gibles the commission selected the 
men with top qualifications for final 
consideration, the spokesman said. 

The official said it cost the gov- 
ernment $250.to make each inves- 
tigation and termed the practice of 
selecting ‘‘enough’’ of the most 
eligible applicants ‘‘standard pro- 
cedure.”’

This added ‘provision, which today 
is worrying many county commis- 
sinners, removes from the General 
Assembly the power to make spe- 
cial appropriations for. payment of 
funds to the counties of this state. 

The Highway department might 
contend that the amendment 
doesn't prohibit the General As- 
sembly from allocating all the 
funds it wants to directly to the 
counties— beyond the gasoline and 
tag money earmarked for the High- 
way department. 

That's true. But the county com- 
missioners, who have financial 
problems of their own, are smart 
enough and = realistic enough-~ to 
know that the State of Georgia 
won't have $9,300,000 to give di- 
rectly to counties for their roads 
after it gives all its gasoline and 
tag money to the Highway depart- 
ment. : 

The Legislature now allocates a 
special amount by law to each 
county in the state to help with the 
local road work. This is in addi- 
tion to anvthing the State Highway 
department does. 


If the proposed 
amendment passes, however, the 
Highway department, which will 
be taking over gas and tag money, 
won't have to follow this law in 
distributing money to the counties. 
The constitutional amendment, su- 
perseding the law. would leave it 
to the discretion of the highway 
board as to where it wants to spend 
the money. The Legislature would 
no longer be able to tie down funds, 
or lay down any formulas in law. 


constitutional 


Under the present plan, the Leg- 
islature sends money directly from 


‘the state treasury to the counties. 


The funds do not pass through the 
Highway departmeat’s hands. 
There is no supervision. There is 
no check-up. There is suspicion, 
very strong suspicion, fhat some 
counties are dropping these road 
grants into their general treasury 
instead of using them to improve 
their highways. There could be 
good argument advanced that the 
State Highway department should 
handle all road funds, thereby 
making certain the grants are not 
spent for egeneral local govern- 
ment. 


However, some county commis- 
sioners who had been urging pas- 
sage of the amendments are sur- 
prised to realize just how much 
centralized power the amendment 
would give the State Highway 
Board.

Wolf Is at Talone’s Door

(Sports Editor Furman Bisher is on his annual tour of South- 
eastern Conference football camps.

NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 16—Even old travelers in this 
enticingly quaint Southern scene need a new set of instruc- 
tions for moseying around the football quarter of Tulane 
University this season. Almost everything’s changed out on 
St. Charles St. except the Sugar Bowl, which stands watch- 
dog like, its steel girders folded like huge skeleton arms, 
looking down on its tropical neighborhood. 

Henry Frika has gone back to Texas, and Raymond (Bear) 
Wolf, an ex at North Carolina and Florida, has been ‘promoted from 
line coach. There are less cowboys and 10-gallon sombreros around 

the locker room. There are more mel- 
lifluous Cajun accents, for 64 percent of 
the new, retrenched Green Wave are cit- 
izens of Louisiana, and 33 percent of these 
are from New Orleans. 


Tulane is beginning to live at 
home, because it’s cheaper, and Dr. 
Rufus Harris, the president, says foot- 
ball’s got to cost less. That in mind, 
the coaching staff was cut from five to 
four assistants. Furthermore, in one of 
the niftiest tricks of the year, Dr. 
Harris limited the size of all freshman 
football classes around the SEC. While 
the rest of the boys had their hands 
in a poker game, or clapped their 
mittens to some dignified Dixieland 
passages, he got enough support for 
his measure limiting freshman scholar- 
ships to 30 to get the infernal rule 
passed.

Among the athletes themselves, there have been stupendous 
changes. Ronnie Kent, a fullback star against Notre Dame two years 
ago, is now 2 right halfback. Tall Texan Max McGee, a left halfback 
in ‘51, is now a fullback. Hal Shea was an end, now a right halfback. 
Les Kennedy was a quarterback, now a left halfback. Ed McCool was 
a fuliback, then a guard, now a left halfback. Rov Bailey was a left 
halfback, now a fullback. Ray Weidenbacher was a right halfback, 
now a quarierback. 

The T formation is still the same, straight all the way. But Wolf 
has interspersed some double-wing stuff that has branded him since 
he left Texas Christian as a young and impressionable alumnus in 
1927. His Greenies will line up that way now and then this fall, but 
for the most part it will be a passing formation from which either one 
of the four backs can throw.

For a man starting out as the defending cellarite member 
of the league, Wolf gets off with one advantage. He leads the 
SEC in quarterback depth, Pete Clement No. 1, Fred Dempsey No. 
2 and Weidenbacher No. 3, and each has a good fitness report. 


Clement, whose name is called ‘‘Clem-maw’”’ up in Reserve, La., 
runs the team because he’s the best ball-handler, the best actor and 
a good, sharp passer. 


—But the Backfield Is Beautifully Furnished 


Dempsey is a senior who looks as tough as his name, one of those 
sieady, mechanical operators. Weidenbacher, a splendid baseball 
prospect, has the best arm of the three, and he'll be throwing when 
the long strike is the play. 

The resi of Wolf's debut backfield is so well equipped that this 
is his most worthy, department. The short, block-shaped Kent is the 
right half, the lead hoss among the runners. Kennedy holds the deed

league, and potentially a big name in this conference.

But the plague struck then and Tulane won only from 
Vanderbilt in the family, thereby working out for itself the 
school’s only last-place finish in conference history.

He talks unexcitedly but with conviction about 
the new speed. (It is probably the fastest Tulane team since the war.) 
And about ine weight reduction. (The offensive line will average 
around 198, the defensive line about 202, whereas the ’51 class featuretl 
such monsters as the 280-pound Jerome Helluin.) And about green 
reserves. ‘iie has many.) And about Georgia, his leadoff opponent 
cn Sept. 27: : 

“We're really going to get our pass defense tested that day, trying 
to stop Braikowski and all those ends Georgia’s got.’’ 

Off last year’s squad, you see, Tulane lost only two lettered backs, 
Charlie Daigie and Ellsworth Kingery. There were the defensive 
sidebacks. They will be succeeded by Al Batson and Shea, both 
tenderfeet at the job.

Fortunately, though, they'll be surrounded by old and seasoned 
hands, Charlie Pittman and Charlie Camp backing up and Weiden- 
bacher at safety. 

When he talks linebackers Wolf grows positively exclamatory. He 
bluntly pointed up both Camp and Pittman, both juniors, as his leading 
all-SEC delegates, guard Al Robelot next, then McGee and Kent. 
They'll make up for a lot of line flaws in front of them, though the

Time and again overweights 
write to ask why a weight gain 
of 10 or 15 pounds all piles on 
one spot... largely around the 
hips which bulge out of all pro- 
portion to other measurements, 
Then follows the 40-inch ques- 
tion . . . will reducing slim the 
fat off the hips? 

With a little maneuvering... 
yes. The pattern of fat distribu- 
tion governing body build is 
handed along with the limbs of 
the family tree. 

CUT CALORIES 

But the only thing that can 
pile pounds on the hips or any 
other place is overeating. And 
the only way to trim down is to 
cut the calorie intake below the 
daily energy requirements. 

While there is no guarantee 
exercise will cause the system 
to use fat more quickly from one 
area of the figure than from an- 
other ... still exercise stirs up 
the fat cells and makes them 
ready for use. 

So on with the hip slimming 
exercises , . . 

Position: Lying on back o 
floor, arms out at sides, shoul- 
der level, legs straight down. 
TRY MOVEMENT 

Movement: Bend right knee to- 
ward chest and twisting gently 
at the waist touch knee point to 
floor at left side of waist. Slide 
leg down on floor again, bend 
the opposite leg and touch knee 
point to the floor at the left side 
of waist. Continue 6 to 10 counts. 
This exercise reaches the big 
muscle padding the backsides of 
the hips and also slims the 
waist. 

From same position, raise right 
leg straight up to right angles, 
swing across body and try to 
touch right toes to fingers of 
outstretched left hand. It’s quite 
a stretch. Repeat by swinging 
left leg across. Six times will do. 
Be sure to bring leg to right 
angles first, for this tones the 
girdle muscles.
